Town is centre of 
cannabis trade 


Sir John

CANNABIS factories in Northampton 
now lie at the heart of an increasingly 
professional, sophisticated and deter¬ 
mined network of people traffickers, in¬ 
ternational criminals and home-grown 
drug dealers, an expert says. 

Organised gangs of South East Asian triads 
are moving their drug production factories out 
of rented houses in terrace streets and into in¬ 
dustrial warehouses, it has emerged, to cash in 
on bigger, more lucrative harvests. 

With links now extending into local drug deal¬ 
ing gangs and with English people often front¬ 
ing the public side of the enterprise, factories 
are now popping up in more varied and unusual 
places. 

Over the past few weeks, factories have been 
discovered in a former nightclub, a working 
men’s club, a historic thatched cottage and a bar¬ 
gains shop. 

Dc John Thorogood, from Northamptonshire’s 
organised crime unit, said: “They used to import 
cannabis into the country, but then they had all 
the problems of actually getting it in. 

“Generally that is not the case now and the rea¬ 
son for that is that over the last five years we have 
seen a massive increase in the amount of home¬ 
grown cannabis.” 

Gangs practise the sophisticated, mass pro¬ 
duction of a drug that is stronger than ever and 
forms part of an organised web, spanning in¬ 
ternational people trafficking, slave labour and 
funding of drug dealers across the country. 

Last year, police shut down around 150 can¬ 
nabis factories across Northamptonshire, more 
than ever before. 

In 2010, Dc Thorogood valued 22 separate can¬ 
nabis seizures at a street value of £1.5 million. Al¬ 
ready this year he has valued six seizures at more 


than £1 million. 

He says that proves factories are getting bigger 
and the criminals behind them are more knowl¬ 
edgeable. 

It is also seems to be easier to set cannabis fac¬ 
tories up. It now takes only 24 hours and around 
£6,000 to set up an average cannabis factory. With¬ 
in weeks plants will then be ready for harvest. 


More often than not, police have found South 
East Asian illegal immigrants, usually from Viet¬ 
nam, inside cannabis factories. 

Dc Thorogood says most will have paid up 
to $10,000 to be smuggled into the UK and are 
then forced to work as ‘gardeners’ looking after 
the plants to pay off their debts, often living in 
cramped, squalid conditions. 


A MAN who devoted more than 
three decades of his life to service 
of the county has died, aged 87.

Sir John was elected to North¬ 
amptonshire County Council in 
1970 and became leader of the 
Conservative group and served as 
leader of the council from 1977. 

In 1984 he left to become Lord 
Lieutenant of the county, a role he 
undertook for a further 14 years 
until retirement in 1998 at the age 
of 75. 

His many other achievements 
include being knighted in 1997. 

Sir John leaves a widow, Jennif¬ 
er, three children, Sarah, Hugh and 
Lucy, and seven grandchildren.

POLITICIANS fighting to 
take control of the Guild¬ 
hall during the local elec¬ 
tions will take each other 
on during what is expected 
to be a tense public debate 
in Northampton town cen¬ 
tre later this month. 

Following the success of last 
year’s General Election debates, 
our sister daily paper, the Chroni¬ 
cle & Echo, will be staging a local 
election debate at the Guildhall on 
Wednesday, April 27.

Niamh Prayle, aged four, 
from Westone, Northamp¬ 
ton, has a rare chromosomal 
condition which means she 
has developmental delays, 
and only took her first 
steps just after her fourth 
birthday. 

But whereas this is late for 
most children, it was much 
earlier than expected for Ni- 
amh’s parents Mark Prayle, 
aged 39, and Beth Prayle, aged 
33, who were told there was 
no guarantee their daughter 
would definitely walk. 

Mrs Prayle said: “They 
didn’t say she couldn’t walk 
but they didn’t say she defi¬ 
nitely could either, but we al¬ 
ways remained hopeful even 
when we knew it wouldn’t be 
easy. 

“We never expected she 
would do it so soon. 

“The first time she walked 
was a bit surreal. 

“She had been having 
physiotherapy and she just 
did it. 

“It was very emotional and 
it was all our dreams come 
true. 

“We still have a long way 
to go in terms of her walk¬ 
ing technique, but it has 
made a huge difference to Ni¬ 
amh physically. 

“She has become much 


more assertive in both her 
speech and behaviour. 

“Her consultant said she 
had confounded all expecta¬ 
tions.” 

Niamh, who is a former 
winner of the Chron’s Super- 
tots competition, has had vari¬ 
ous treatments with the NHS 
over the years and has even 
travelled to America for treat¬ 
ment. 

Mrs Prayle has put a lot of 
Niamh’s progress down to the 
support she has received from 
Brainwave, a charity which 
provides therapy for babies or 
children with brain injuries 
or genetic conditions. 

Mrs Prayle said: “Niamh 
has benefited from the dedi¬ 
cation and skill of a number 
of amazing physiotherapists 
working within the NHS but 
the reality is that it is woeful¬ 
ly under-resourced and over¬ 
worked. 

“As a result many children 
who desperately need physi¬ 
otherapy don’t get the level 
they need. 

“Brainwave helped with in¬ 
dividual home-based therapy 
and exercise and had an at¬ 
titude of what can be done 
rather than what cannot. 

“It has been life-changing 
for Niamh.” 

Niamh will be doing laps 
around the Abington Park 
Lake, on Saturday, May 7, ei¬ 
ther using her walker or inde¬ 
pendently, to raise money for 
Brainwave.

OFFENDED pensioners, who 
were asked to sit away from 
children at a park cafe, said 
they had been made to feel 
like dirty old men. 

The elderly group of gentlemen 
meets at Bradlaugh Fields in Spinney 
Hill every afternoon but were shocked 
when they were asked to sit further 
away from a nursery group, which 
recently started using the park’s cafe 
facilities. 

The Bradlaugh Barn and cafe are 
run by volunteers from the Brad¬ 
laugh Fields Barn committee and is 
open Wednesday, Saturday and Sun¬ 
day mornings. 

The men, who range in age from 46 


to 89 years old, claimed they were told 
to move away from the youngsters 
each Wednesday morning because 
they had not been officially vetted and 
their records checked. 

John Smart, aged 76, who lives near 
the park, was with friends Tony Lee, 
Claude Jarvis and Bob Wilcox when 
he said they were asked to move. 

He explained: “We couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it when they asked us to move 
because we hadn’t been vetted to be 
near children. 

“We didn’t want to kick up a fuss so 
we moved, but we are very offended. 

“We knew exactly what they meant 
by it and we have been made to feel 
like perverts just because we’re old 
men. We come up here every day and 


have done so for years. We bring our 
dogs and spend the afternoon chat¬ 
ting, come rain or shine.” 

Mr Jarvis, aged 89, added: “It’s very 
unfair and it has upset all of us. 

“It’s a lovely park and we enjoy 
seeing all the people and children, 
but now we’ve been made to feel like 
we’re doing something wrong.” 

The group now sits in a different 
area of the park when the nursery is 
using the barn and cafe facilities. 

Eileen and Brian Canavan, commit¬ 
tee volunteers at the park’s cafe, said: 
“It’s a misunderstanding. We haven’t 
stopped anyone from using the cafe. 

“We have just asked the men to sit 
in a different area of the cafe when 
the children are here.”

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ELDERLY people who 
would normally be admit¬ 
ted to care homes could 
soon be looked after in spe¬ 
cially built houses in the 
Prince Charles-designed 
village of Upton. 

Officials from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council are cur¬ 
rently working on plans for a £52 
million project to alter the way 
elderly people are looked after in 
the county 

As part of the scheme, mem¬ 
bers of the authority’s cabinet 
were this week considering plans 
to build a number of new “as¬ 
sisted living homes” in the new 


village of Upton, which was de¬ 
signed with personal input from 
Prince Charles. 

Plans for the new-style care 
system were first revealed by the 
county council in April last year, 
when it was hoped the Govern¬ 
ment would agree funding for the 
£52 million project. 

In November last year, the 
Department of Health warned 
however that the grant was being 
reviewed as part of the compre¬ 
hensive spending review. 

A decision on whether the 
funding will be approved is now 
expected from the Government 
later this month. 

The complete project would in¬ 


clude the creation of four new de¬ 
mentia care homes in the county 
and 160 assisted living units. 

But while the council is wait¬ 
ing for a decision on the Govern¬ 
ment funding for the project, it 
said there was an “immediate 
opportunity” to secure 32 of the 
independent units at Upton. 

The 32 units would be built as 
part of a development of 77 in Up¬ 
ton, with others offered to elderly 
people to buy or rent. 

The council has worked out the 
cost of housing people in the in¬ 
dividual units would be £80,000 
a year less than providing them 
with accommodation in care 
homes.

Oasis plan 
for ancient 
graveyard 


A BURIAL ground often 
targeted by drug users 
and rough sleepers could 
soon be converted into 
an "oasis of tranquillity" 
in the heart of Northamp¬ 
ton. 

The land behind the Quaker 
Meeting House in Wellington 
Street, just off Abington Street, 
is currently in a neglected state 
and has been targeted by trou¬ 
ble makers and drug users in 
the past as well as being used 
as a place to sleep by homeless 
people. 

Now, the Quakers hope to up¬ 
grade the site, turning it into a 
more welcoming space which 
can be used by everybody. 

The project is being overseen 
by Ruth Whitehouse, a member 
of the Quaker community. 


She said: “The land has been 
used for burials since the Meet¬ 
ing House was built in 1830. 

“As far as we know, there 
could be more than 100 burials 
there. 

“But these days, it’s hardly 
ever used for burials and if it is, 
it’s for burying ashes. 

“So the plan is that we want it 
to be used more by the people of 
Northampton. We want it to be 
a place where people can come 
and sit in a peaceful atmos¬ 
phere. 

“We’re calling it an oasis in 
the middle of Northampton.” 

As the Meeting House is a 
grade two listed building, the 
Quakers have had to apply to 
Northampton Borough Council 
for planning permission to im¬ 
prove the burial ground. 

As part of the plans, the or¬ 


ganisation said mature trees 
which are currently in the bur¬ 
ial ground would be kept and a 
number of new ones would also 
be planted. 

The group’s application to the 
council states: “The objectives 
for the proposed new garden 
are that a peaceful and invit¬ 
ing space will be created for the 
enjoyment of a wide variety of 
people, including members of 
the Quaker Meeting, children 
and various groups as well as 
members of the public, as is 
currently the case.” 

Plans for the project have only 
just been submitted to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council. 

Members of the authority’s 
planning department will decide 
in the coming months whether 
or not the development should 
be allowed to go ahead.

TWO brothers who almost 
drowned in the River Nene 
in Northampton have been 
reunited with their saviour 
62 years after the event. 

It was the first time that the 
three had been together since the 
rescue on June 7 1949 when Bob 
Allum dragged Duncan and Rich¬ 
ard Bolton to safety. 

The pair only discovered the 
identity of their rescuer when the 
Chronicle & Echo published a sto¬ 
ry year about Mr Allum’s awards 
for his heroism being stolen. 

Duncan was the first to con¬ 
tact the now 82-year-old but at 
the weekend his younger brother 
Richard flew in from Australia, 
where he has lived for 20 years, 
especially to meet him. 


The three talked emotionally 
about the event at Midsummer 
Meadow for the first time, with 
the brothers expressing their 
sincere gratitude to the father of 
two, who was 20 years old at the 
time. 

Richard, who was just three 
years old at the time, was resusci¬ 
tated and taken to hospital where 
he stayed for two weeks. 

He said: “I made this trip espe¬ 
cially. 

“As soon as Duncan told me that 
he had found Bob I knew I had to 
meet him. 

“It’s a very emotional day. 

“I never knew him but he saved 
my life. How can I possibly ex¬ 
press the true depth of my grati¬ 
tude towards him? 

“He is a fantastic man, a real 


unsung hero. 

“It’s an amazing sequence of 
events that has finally brought us 
together.” 

The brothers were unable to 
trace the shy hero after the event, 
and he was only found by police 
after they conducted door-to-door 
searches based on a description 
of a man in wet clothing. 

He was later awarded a Royal 
Humane Society Award for his 
bravery and passed on a silver 
engraved cigarette case from the 
boys’ parents. 

Bob, who went on to be a swim¬ 
ming teacher, said: “I just can’t 
believe that after 62 years we are 
all together for the first time. 

“It is incredible. “I still remem¬ 
ber that day clearly and diving in 
to find them.”

Peaking perfectly 


LEE DICKSON believes Saints 
are showing signs of becom¬ 
ing a great team by peaking 
at the right time of the sea¬ 
son. 

Jim Mallinder’s men put in a su¬ 
perb second-half showing to see 
off Ulster 23-13 at stadium:mk on 
Sunday, a win which sets up a home 
Heineken Cup semi-final showdown 
with Perpignan on May 1. 

The victory was Saints’ fourth in 
a row in all competitions, although 
prior to that they had suffered six 
consecutive defeats which had 


threatened to destroy their hopes of 
silverware. 

But they are seemingly back to 
their best now and Dickson, who 
scored Saints’ second try of the day 
against Ulster, feels his side’s blip 
came at exactly the right time. 

And he says they are now coming 
into form at exactly the best time. 

“You’ve got to peak at the right 
time, that’s what all the great teams 
do,” said the 25-year-old. 

“We had a few bad games but we’re 
on a run now, our momentum is bril¬ 
liant leading into the Newcastle 
game (tomorrow) and we’ve just got 


to keep it going into the semi-finals 
in three weeks’ time.” 

Saints appeared to run out of 
steam at this stage last season as 
they crashed out of the Heineken 
Cup at Munster and went on to miss 
out in the Premiership semi-finals 
against Saracens. 

But they appear to have a big¬ 
ger, fitter squad this time round, a 
statement that was given weight by 
Sunday’s second-half performance. 
Saints scored 13 unanswered points 
after the break to crush their North¬ 
ern Irish opponents. 

“The conditioning staff are very 


good all year round and we keep our¬ 
selves sharp and fit,” said in-form 
ace Dickson. 

“We pride ourselves on our fit¬ 
ness, we know we’re an 80-minute 
team not just a 40-minute team and 
we pride ourselves knowing at half¬ 
time we’ve got plenty more in the 
tank.” 

Saints will be aiming to maintain 
their push for the Aviva Premier¬ 
ship play-offs tomorrow night when 
they travel to Newcastle, who are 
rock-bottom of the table following 
their defeat to Leeds Carnegie last 
weekend. 


STEVE COLLIS is ready to take up 
the goalkeeping challenge for the 
Cobblers after current number one 
Chris Dunn’s facial injury, sustained 
during last weekend’s 4-2 Sixfields 
defeat at the hands of Bury. 

Dunn looks like spending the next 
couple of weeks on the sidelines, 
meaning Collis - who is on loan at 
Sixfields from npower League One 
side Peterborough United until the 
end of the season - will have to step 
into the breach. 

He does so at a high-pressure time 
too, with the side just two points 
above the npower League Two rel¬ 
egation zone. 

This weekend, Collis will be in goal 
for a game at Wycombe Wanderers 
that very few people expect North¬ 
ampton to get anything out of, but he 
says the squad have to look forward 
to it. 

“I’m definitely up for the chal¬ 
lenge,” he said. “If I can get an ex¬ 
tended run in the team then I’ll be 
very happy. 

“A strong goalkeeper breeds confi¬ 
dence throughout the team and hope¬ 
fully I can do that. 

“IwishChrisallthebest,itwasquitea 
nasty gash to the head that he got and 
we’ll need to see how he is but I’m 
ready to play. 

“I know Gary (Johnson) very well, 
just the same as he knows me, and 
I’m confident that we can get out of 
the situation that we’re in. 

“The manager was not impressed 
with our performance on Saturday, 
as a lot of people weren’t, and he told 
us that in no uncertain terms. 

“We’ve got to take that all on board 
and look forward to the game at Wy¬ 
combe this weekend.” 

The Cobblers are 5/1 shots to pick up 
three points at Adams Park (ko 3pm) at 
the weekend, where the home side are 
odds-on to underline their place in the 
automatic promotion slots. 

But Collis says the visitors have 
to concentrate on their own game if 
they are to pick up anything from a 
very difficult-looking fixture. 

“It’s going to be a difficult place 
to go to because they’re up there 
and there’s a reason why they’re up 
there,” he said. 

“They’re one of the better teams 
in the league but I don’t think we’re 
fearful of going to Wycombe, even 
though our confidence isn’t sky high 
at the moment. 

“We are well aware of what they 
possess as a team but we can’t worry 
too much about what they’re doing, 
we need to concentrate on our own 
game.”
